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On 2 August 1949, Nikola Ljubisic, Yaroslav Yorrercial Attach$ in Vienna, r= 
ceived a priority request from the Yusoslav ‘iinistry of Mines to procure dyna~ 
mite caps which were urvzently needed by the Ministry's coal mininz section, 
Ljubisie's doputy, Safet Hadzic, arranged throuch Technopromet, Yusoslev pur 
chasing atoncy in Vienna, to wirchase 400,000 dynamite cans at a total cost of 
$39,200 (calculated at the leral rate of achillings to the dollar) fron “chaffler 
& Co., Vienna XV, Sturgensse 34. Hadzic received the caps on that sane day (2 


| August 1949) from the Sehafflor factory in “Ningendorf, Lover Austria, loaded . 
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he 
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100,000 of them into his car, and drove to Maribor, where he deliverad them to 
a representative of the 'inistry of Mines, 


YSIA has apparently chosen to ignore the Tito~Cominform rift in ite present 
program of liquidatine its surplus stocks, and recently several USIA depart— 
nents have arproached Yusoslav commercial representatives in Vienna rerarding 
the sale of USIA oods, A/0 Avtovello has offered the Yuroslavs 20 rotoer-driven 
railroad section carn at 30,090 schillints each.” The Central Cormercial Bireau 
at Vionna I, Stalinnlats 10, is trying to sell all or rart of a 1,900 ton lot of 
sheat metal now stored at a Schnidhuette Krens warehouse. 


Johann Haselcruber has recently made several offers to Yu7oslav purchasing 
ageubs rosardine the sale of large stecks of machinery and other itens now 
held in the “estern Zones of G2rmany; he proposes to ship these coods to 
Yugoslavia via Antwerp.“ flaselgrubsr 1s quoted as sayinz that during re~ 
cent :weks he has done a large volume of Dusinoss vith the Soviets: and dur 
iny August 1949 he sold them an estimated 6,000 tons of soods which oritinated 
in wastern Austria. Haselgruter is said to maintain offices at Vienna VIII, 
Lonausasse 103; at Linz, Wanriederstranso 26; at Vilctoriastrasse 33, Dusseldorf; 
and at the "lotel “aiserhof, Ussen, Germany, where his representative is one 
von Appsl.
